To advise of the circumstances so far developed in the 
escape of Kitts from the Linn County Jail, Cedar Rapids, Iowa 
on January 22 or 23, 1951.

Kenneth Allen Kitts had been apprehended by Bureau Agents 


on December 6, 1950 at Omaha, Nebraska, for participation in the 
Laurens State Bank, Laurens, Iowa burglary of November 3, 1950. 


Investigation had developed that Kitts was leader of å gang of bank 
burglars operating in Iowa, Nebraska, and South Dakota. Investigation 


conducted so far, showed evidence that he had participated in 
three. other bank burglaries and one other bank robbery in this 


area. He had been arraigned before the U. S. Commissioner at approx= 
imately 2:00 P.M. on January 22, 1951 for the burglary of the above 


captioned bank and had been remarided to the custody of the U. S. 


Marshal in default of a $50,000.00 bond. He was immediately there- 
after returned to the Linn County Jail and delivered to the custody 


of the Jailer. 


SAC Dalton advised that both the U. S. Marshal and Sher- 


iff of Linn County had been appraised of the fact that Kitts was 
dangerous and to the fact that he might attempt to escape. 


DETAILS: > 


SAC Dalton advised that when the U. S. Marshal attempte 
to serve a process on Kitts at approximately noon on January 23, 


1951 at the County Jail, it was determined that Kitts had in some 
manner escaped. Investigation shows that the last time Kitts had 


been seen by the jail officials was some time between 7:30 P.M.

and 9:00 P.M. January 22, 1951 when he was placed in tne large cell 
block with other prisoners. Investigation has shown that the bars 
and lock on the cell occupied by Kitts had not been tampered with 
and so far the details and method of his escape have not been deter- 


mined. It appears that the escape was made possible due to the 
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Memorandum to Mr, Ladd 


negligence on the part of the County Jailer. 


SAC Dalton advises tnt lof the fugi- 


tive, left her home in Omaha, Nebraska at approximatelv 1:30 P. M. 
January 23, 1951. The driver of a cab used by her has advised 

that he let her out in downtown Omaha, where he observed her to 
enter a light-green Oldsmobile which it is believed is owned by 
Bennie Barone, co-owner of the "Last Chance Tavern," Omaha, Nebraska. 
Barone has been charged with receiving a portion of the loot of 

the Laurens State Bank and is presently out on bond. 


SAC Dalton further advised that[ | also 
L Jof the "Last Chance Tavern," was seen to leaveKitts home at 
approximately 11:50 A.M. January 23, 1951 with clothing that appeared 
g to the subject. SAC Dalton advised that a warrant for 
arrest was obtained charging him with aiding in the escape 
and rescue of Kitts and that he has been arrested and is in custody. 


At the time of Kitts! esca another subject in the 
Laurens Bank burglary by the name of also was in the Cedar 
Rapids Jail but he did not effect his escape with Kitts. He has 
been interviewed but refuses to furnish any information or assistance. 


ACTION: 


SAC Dalton advised that all possible investigation is 
being undertaken to ascertain the exact means of Kitts escape. To 
locate the whereabouts of[ ` Jang also locate Bennie Barone. 


SAC Dalton has furnished to the Bureau Air Mail Special 
Delivery recent photographs of Kitts and immediately upon their receipt 
a Wanted Flyer and I. 0. will be prepared for distribution. 


SAC Dalton was instructed to pursue this investigation 
in the most vigorous manner so that Kitts apprehension can be brought 
about at the earliest possible moment. 


SAC Dalton advised that he will keep the Bureau informed 
of all developments.

also stated that some time during the day the local newspapers had 
taken a picture of ] rmant of the Omaha office 
is attempting to ascertain whereabouts. 


Commons was asked whether there were any cars which 
could possibly be used by Kitts and he advised there were none at 
the present time which were not accounted for. Barone!s car was 
brought to the Bureau office shortly after he was released on bond. 


A car which had been stolen in Cedar Rapids on the night 
of the escape was recovered in Des Moines and had been parked there 
sometime between 8:00 and 11:00 o'clock on the night of January 22 
which would have made it possible for the subject to have used that 
car to get from Cedar Rapids to Des Moines, a distance of about 135 
mines. The exact time of Kitts! escape has not been fixed and an 
examination of the stolen car does not indicate that Kitts used it. 
Commons advised that it appears that the escape was the result of 
gross negligence by the jail officials. He was instructed to furnish

full details re this possible negligence so that this information 
could be furnished to the U. 8. Bureau of Prisons. He advised that 
pertinent details had been furnished to surrounding offices and |
